A Question Of Wages. 

The Ameriran Federation of I -a 
lior has approved and made public 
the recent report of its committee on 
reconstruction; This report embod- 
ies many interesting and more or less 
practical recommendations.

She 
has laid in short cycles of a few eggs 
in a clutch, but has never missed more 
than one or two days at a time, and 
i has not moulted.

School Teachers. 

Thousands of teachers have volun- 
teered during the past five years to 
ich moonlight schools and to rid" 
their districts of illiteracy. Thia 
means six weeks' service, four even- 
ings each week. These teachem go 
back to the school house and teach 
two hours. In addition, they make a 
rsonal canvass, visiting every illit- 
ite to explain the school, calm his 
fears and persuade him to enroll. If 
he falls to come, they make a second

a moonlight school for four consecu- 
tive years. The State Inspector and 
Kxaminer in his report said, "Had the 
volunteer teachers of Kentucky re- 
ceived even the nominal wage of $1 
per evening, their contribution to the 
Stale would amount to over one-half 
million dollars, or the largest contri- 
bution ever made by any profession 
or organization to any public cause 
in Kentucky." Frequently teachem 
have written to the Kentucky Illiter 
acy Commission that they have enjoy- 
ed their moonlight school work even 
better than the day school work for 
which they are paid. Some teachers 
in Kentucky have taught as many as 
twenty-five pupils to read anil write 
One teacher taught seventy-five, com- 
bining foar school districta in one 
The teacher in Kentucky who has not 
taught, at least, one illiterate feels 

already cleared their districts of il- 
literacy and most of Kentucky's noble 
band of public school teachers plan to I 
wipe out illiteracy from their dis- 
tints during this present year that 
the census taker may find no illiter- 
ates in 1920.

It is stated that the Department of 
Agriculture is now at work framing a 
bill, soon to be piesented to Congress, 
appropriating 1 1,250,000,000 to be 
used by the food administration in 
purchasing from the farmers the 1919 
wheat crop at $2.2C a bushel, the 
price guaranteed »y the government. 
It is propoaed to sell this wheat to the 
public at the ruling market price, 
leaving the government to stand the 
financial loss involved. 

War involves many sacrifices, and 
the tremendous loas which the gov- 
ernment seems certain to sustain in ] 
its wheat deal ia one of them. The ag- ! 
ricultural interests of the country 
sbow no disposition to accept the sac- 
rifice themselves, consequently there 
is no courae for the government to 
n to keep its word to 
all wheut raised next yeart 
at the price stated. The appropriation 
proposed, all of which may be wiped 
out in the transaction, imposes a 
charge of f 12.50 per capita upon the 
entire population of the country. 

In ictepting the responsibility for 
supplying food to the allies during the 
war, the United StaU's last year made 
a definite compuct with the agricul 
buy the entire crop, 
in 1918, at the rame 
guaranteed price. This action was 
considered necessary in order to stim- 
ulate the planting of additional acre 
age in wheat Production could only 
be increased by giving this guarantee 
proceed upon the theory that the war 
und the got eminent was obliged to 
would last over into 1919 and per 
haps longer.
